Before  going  further,  we  want  to  again 
remind  the  public  that  it  is  NOT  hard  to 
grow  a  garden  full  of  beautiful  flowers. 
The  following  simple  directions  will  verify 
that. 

All  Narcissi  bulbs  listed  must  be  planted 
early  in  the  fall,  5  in.  deep  and  6  to  8  in. 
apart.  Grape  Hyacinths  and  others  listed 
should  be  planted  3  in.  deep  and  4  to  5 
in,  apart.  Before  extremely  severe  weather 
comes  on,  cover  the  beds  with  about  4  in. 


of  leaves;  if  coarse  manure  or  straw  is  used 
cover  6  in.  In  the  spring  remove  half  the 
covering  and  the  balance  as  soon  as  the 
plants  begin  pushing  through  the  soil.
